Three and a haif 
years spent as the leader of an army 
of hip-pocket barrooms, during one- 
fourth of which he was either in jail 
courts, is enough, asserts Dan. 
Henceforth, the straight and narrow 
for his). There are no police or police 
courts or stockades along’ that some- 
difficult-to-traverse thorough- 
fare. They all patrol the wider avenue, 
where the traveling is easier. 

And that’s not all! 

Waats Dan for Preacher. 

Hark to what Probation Officer 
ney J. Coogler has to predict for 
Dan's future: 

“Dan is going to be a preacher,’ says 
Mr. Coogler. “He's going to get out of 
the stockade, and he’s going to lecture 
on the futility of a life such as he has 
We need him to further the cause 
of temperance.” 

Dan doesn’t deny the probation offi- 
cer’s prediction, and he doesn’t exactly 
affirm it. He seems willing enough, 
but rather 
dodges questions by saying his limited 
education will not permit him to be- 
come a “sky pilot.’’ » 

The rumor goes, however, that Dan— 
just as soon as he leaves the stock- 
ade—will lecture on the life of a blind 
tiger before audiences of unfortunates 
who stand in need of such information.

Languishing in Durance Vile. 

At’ present, Daniel is languishing in 
durance vile at the stockade, where 
he has been. serving a sentence of 
sixty davs imposed upon him for blind 
tiger deals. When this particular 
“stir” is completed, he has _ thirty 
more days to do for a spectacular 
escape several weeks ago. Dan has the 
alternative of either the “thirty” or a 
fine of $50. He thinks he can put up 
the ‘$50," and therefore lop off the 
extra sentence. 

“King” Shaw, as he ts Known in the 
underworld, is 31 years old. He looks 
more like an artist or actor than a 
“hardened crook.” He is married, and 
has two children, one 10 and _ the 
other 8. 

They live up in sgunnyNorth Carolina, 
the wife and kiddies do. Although the 
husband and father made as much as 
$1,000 in single days on whisky deals, 
he always Kept the little family in 
another state, where they were fur- 
nished with all necessities for a happy 
life, and knew little of his many 
passages with the law. 

Started as a Mechanic, 

Dan has been in Atlanta for ten 
years Or more. At first he was a me- 
chanic—and a good one, too. The spirit 
of adventure took possession of him, 
and he became a prize fighter—and a 
good one, at that. Then he went in 
Panama ag a civil engineer. 

It was upon his return to Atlanta 
that he climbed the first rung of the 
ladder to the throne of the kingdom 
of the south’s “blind tigers.”’

JAIL IN MONROE 


Posse Returns Empty-Handed 
From Long Chase After 
Fleeing Convicts. 


Forsyth, Ga., January 21.—(Special.) 
Six negroes, including one convicted of 
murder and awaiting sentence to hang, 
confined in the Monroe county jai) in 
Forsyth, broke their bonds last night 
and are ‘still at large. Sheriff T. S. 
Holland was awakened shortly before 
midnight by a noise above him, and 
going upstairs to investigate, found 
the door to the iron cage containing 
the prisoners’ cells open and the six 
negroes already escaped out’ of a hole 
they had dug by persistent work in 
the side of the jail. His arrival] check- 
ed the flight of the remaining five 
prisoners. 

The jail is a comporatively new one 
and fitted with the most modern de- 
vices and had always been considered 
absolutely safe in every way. The 
prisoners were confined in the second 
story of the jail, the lower floor be- 
ing arranged for the residence of the 
sheriff and family. A large iron cage 
in the center of the second floor con- 
tains the cells where the prisoners are 
confined, and this is fitted with a safe 


lock, contained in a box which can 
only be reached after working a com- 
bination. In some way, however, the 
prisoners got out of this cage and the 
rest seemed simple. Accordin’™ to the 
best information obtainable from the 
remaining prisoners, they Started to 
work about 7 o’clock yesterday even- 
ing working on the bricks of the wall.

The present law apparently does not 
require either telephone O§& telegraph 
companieg to file with the commission 
schedules of their rates, although they 
are designated as “common carriers. _ 

Both the telephone and the telegraph 
companies have expressed a willing- 
ness to comply with orders of the com- 
mission under the law, but the ques- 
tion of filing tariffs has not been 
raised. 

Most Important Question. 

In the opinion of those officers of 
the commission who have studied the 
telephone situation, the most impor- 
tant question involved in the inquiry 
will be the “broad national policy as 
to whether it is advisable to have com- 
petition in telephone service.’ 

Another question, ot particular inter- 
est to the companies themselves—and 
it will have to be considered by .the 
commission in course of its investiga- 
tion—is whether it Is advisable, from 
the public viewpoint, to have tele- 
phone and telegraph lines linked. 

Information furnished to the 
mission by the attorney general re- 
lates almost solely to the companics 
amenability to the Sherman anti-trust 
law. It will be necessary for the com- 
mission, through its special agents, to 
inquire searchingly into all the opera- 
tions of the companies, and it is proo- 
able that the work will occupy a year 
or more.

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METED TO NEGRO 


Seven. Heuke After Killing Po- 


lice Chief, He Was Under 
Death Sentence. 


Gulfport, Miss., January 21.—Within 
seven hours after he had shot and 
killed Chief of Police Charles Dickey 
today, Percy Newkirk, a negro who 
had been trapped by the officer while 
in the act of burglarizing a store, was 
indicted by the county grand jury, 
tried on a charge of murder, convicted 
and sentence to be hanged just one 
month from this date. 

Chief Dickey was extremely popular 
and feeling against the negro was 
intense. ° 

Notwithstanding the quick justice 
meted out to the negro, a large and 
excited crowd thronged ‘the streets 
near the courthouse and jail after the 
trial was concluded and threats of 
lynching were freely mad@. 

Chief Dickey was killed at 4:39 this 
morning when he, with two other of- 
ficers, attempted .to arrest Newkirk 
and another negro, whom they dis- 
covered in the storehouse of the Rolf 
Seeberg ship Chandlery company. Sev- 
eral citizens and officers surrounded 
the building and captured Newkirk, 
who confessed to the shooting after he 
was placed in jail. He was indicted 
at 9, placed on trial a half hour later, 
convicted at 11:15, after the jury \ad 
deliberated but three minutes, and at 

720 he was under sentence of death. 

Newkirk implicated another negro, 
John Carr, who escaped. The shotgun 
used in killing Chief Dickey was stolen 
just a week ago from a_— grocer in 
Biloxi, Miss. 


SHOULD SYNAGOGUGE 
DOMINATE HEBREWS? 


Cincinnati, January 21.—"The Con- 
gregation—the Unit of Representation 
in Judaism,’ an address by Rev. Dr. 
Joseph KrauskKopt, at the session of 
the twenty-third council of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations 
here today, was followed by a lively 
discussion of the subject. Rabbi Kraus- 
kopf took the view that all Jews should 
affiliate themselves with the .church 
and openly proclaim themselves be- 
lievers in the teachings of the church. 
He maintained the authority and su- 
premacy of the synagogue in matters 
pertaining to Judaism. 

In the discussion that followed Ralph 
Bamberger, of Indianapolis, upheld the 
point of view taken by Rabbi Kraus- 
kopf, while Rabbi Emil Hirsch, of Chi- 
cago, took the opposite, or what was 
termed the more liberal view of the 
question. Rabbi Hirsch contended that 
a Jew was a Jew by inheritance, re- 
gardless of whether he openly de- 
Clared himself as a believer in the 
teachings of the church, and that while 
his affiliation with the church was to 
be desired, yet the lack of it did not 
change his status as a Jew. Mr. Bam- 
berger was equally vehement and con- 
vincing in his arguments in support of 
Rabbi Krauskopf. 

Previous to the address the council 
held its biennial business meetings and 
organized the National Federation of 
Temple Sisterhoods. 

The women in attendance at the coun- 
cil were entertained at a luncheon this 
afternoo’a at which several speeches 
were made. Mrs. Enoch Rauh, of Pitts- 
burg, in ther address, said that fifty 
years ago the model wife and mother 
occupied her leisure time in knitting, 
darning ard holding friendly gossip 
over tea cuvs. ” 

“That ideal,’ Mrs. Rauh said, ‘‘no lon- 
ger holds good. The ideal women of 
today, in her leisure hours, goes out 
of her home to enlarge upon her knowl- 
edge to strengthen her character and 
to stimulate her mind.” 

J. Walter Freiberg, of Cincinnati, 
was re-elected president of the Union 
of Hebrew Conggregations. Joseph 
Cohen, of Pittsburg, was elected vice 
president, and wipman Levy, of Cincin- 
nati, secretary.

The facts were given out Tuesday 
with the permission of the department 
of justice, which had received exhaust- 
ive reports from Warden Moyer and L. 
J. Bailey, special agent for the depart- 
ment. OudendyKe was a mute, serv- 
ing five years for using the mails to 
defraud, having been sent up from New 
Jersey. On the day he died, he had 
spilled some water on the butter room 
floor.. Keller ordered him to clean it 
up, but OudendyKe refused, and threat- 
ened him, according to his story, and 
he struck the old man when the latter 
threw up his hands as if to attack 
him. 

Either the blow or the fall caused 
cerebral hemorrhage, according to the 
prison physician, Dr. J. Calvin Weave-, 
from which death resulted in fortv 
minutes. Oudendyke was buried in the 
prison cemetery with Christian service. 
Keller awaits action by the next fed- 
eral grand jury.

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THE SGHOOL PROJECTS. 


In no respect does Atlanta’s system of 
financial administration appear to more de- 
plorable disadvantage than in its seeming 
inability to take care of the educational 
needs of the city. The apportionment sheet, 
as it went to council, made no provision 
whatever for the new building for the com- 
mercial branch of the Girls’ high school, 
urged for three years by the board of edu- 
cation; for new schools in the eighth and 
ninth wards and the rebuilding of the Davis 
street school, not to mention other improve- 
ments of scarcely less imperative nature, 

The high school project is of especial 
importance. The present structures, used 
by the city at a high rental, are absolutely 
inadequate to the purposes for which they 
are intended. This plant is meant to equip 
aspiring and ambitious young women of 
Atlanta to earn their own livelihood. The 
buildings are insanitary, floor space is 
cramped and it is a certainty that next Sep- 
tember will witness the compulsory denial 
of a business education to many pupils from 
the grammar schools because of sheer lack 
of room to accommodate them. The city 
has already made a first payment on a site 
for a new and modern building, and is pay- 
ing interest on deferred installments. An 
appropriation originally intended to begin 
actual construction was diverted to other 
channels. If there is any possible way by 
which council can provide for an early start 
in the remedying of an error of long-stand- 
ing, steps should at once be taken in that 


direction. 

The other buildings are also urgently 
needed. They represent the _ legitimate 
growth of the system and of Atlanta. The 
longer their construction is delayed, the 
less equality in opportunity for education 
will there be in this city. And the basis 
of the city’s government and substantial 
progress in every direction is controlled by 
that factor. 

Incidentally, it is an indictment of vigil- 
ance and civic spirit that a city so rich as 
Atlanta, with more than $5,000,000 borrow- 
ing capacity, should be thus driven to penal- 
ize the prospects of the coming generation. 
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A BAD DEFECT. 


The senate was justified in sending back 
to conference the Burnett-Dillingham 
because of a clause which required immi- 
grants to bear certificates of character from 
their home governments. This provision, 
as Senator Root explained, is admirable in 
so far as it would tend to keep away from 
this country members of the “Black Hand,’ 
the “Camorra” or other foreign criminals. 
But its danger lies in the fact that it might 
be used by oppressive and despotic govern- 
ments, such as Russia, to further persecute 
Jews who would refugee to this country and 
many of whom cannot be classified as ether 
than law-abiding and desirable citizens. 

Means other than those proposed can be 
found to protect America from an influx of 
criminals from abroad. This nation can, 
with the proper diplomacy, effect an ar- 
rangement with other countries whereby 
agents of the United States will have access 
to criminal records and be able to apply it 
at the point of embarkation. Restrictions 
of this nature and also others that will tend 
to shut out the hopelessly diseased immi- 
grant are tragicaily enough needed. 

‘But the historic importance of America 
as a haven for the oppressed of all nations 
should not be even hypothetically menaced, 
as it is by the bill as it now stands.

A NATIONAL PARK BUREAU. 


The creation of a bureau of national 


parks under the jurisdiction of the depart- 


ment of the interior is a constructive cam- | 


bill | 


indorsement of President Taft, both at 
speeches he has made beforé the associa- 
tion and in a message to congress. Secre- 
tary Fisher; who is familiar with the su>- 
ject in detail and whose department now 
has charge of the national parks, is an en- 
thusiastic supporter of the suggestion. 

It is pointed out that the present general 
supervision exercised by the interior depart- 
ment is absolutely inadequate to the proper 
‘conservation and care of the parks and their 
development for the best interests of the 
nation. Steps now taken to improve the 
parks or to formulate other park projects 
are embarrassed because the department 
has little definite authority, is limited in its 
ability to employ experts and restricted in 
appropriations. Obviously, under these con- 
ditions, the Yellowstone park, the Yosemite. 
the Glacier national park and the Mount 
Rainier national park, not to mention others, 
cannot be expected to reach their full possi- 
bility in the line of utility to the nation. 

As indicated by Dr. Horace MacFarland, 
president of the civic association, the na- 
tional parks represent to the country the 
great hygienic and scenic assets the smaller 
parks mean to the states and cities. If 
these mighty playgrounds and others that 
will inevitably be developed in other sec- 
tions of the country are to fulfill their in- 
tended mission, their management must be 
placed upon a more businesslike and efit- 
cient basis than that now obtaining. The 
bureau idea is an excellent solution of the 
problem. 


POINCARE, THE VIRILE. 


It. would be difficult to imagine a wider 
contrast in temperaments and methods than 
that existing between Raynond Poincara, 
newly elected president of France, and his 
predecessor, Fallieres. The latter, who had 
come straight from the rural masses, seem- 
ed to cherish little ambition beyond amiably 
discharging the executive functions which 
have, in the France of recent years, become 
perfunctory, and collecting: his salary and 
perquisites. No one charged that he was an 
ineffective president. But he lacked that 
aggressiveness and creative Imagination pre: 
eminently required in the ruler of today. 

Poincare is a most unusual combination 
of shrewd diplomatist, tactician, fighter and 
broad-visioned philosopher. His masterful 
hand has been seen in the Balkan-Turkish 
peace negotiations, and, should they fail, :t 
will be through no fault of his. As minister 
of foreign affairs he also safely brought 
France through the Moroccan imbroglio with 
Germany. It is not alone in diplomacy that 
he shines. He has a full working knowledge 
of economic, industrial and agricultural con- 
ditions in his country, and his creed is one 
essentially of progress. 

It is well for France that a man of his 
caliber should have been selected to head 
the government at a period of critical unrest 
in Europe. Gauged by actions and expressed 
convictions, he accurately typifies the spirit 
of prudent democratic advancement that 
rules the world today. 


WHAT CARNAGE COSTS. 


In another column The Constitution pyb- 
lishes, from Lucia Ames Mead, a striking 
analysis of the cost of war to this country. 
With the single exception of Germany, ex- 
posed on every side to powerful foes as the 
United States is not, we spend more for 
future war than any other world-power. 

What could be done with that money, 
er even a portion of it, to lessen or exter- 
minate disease, is graphically set forth. 

The Constitution has many times made 
use of the same contrasts in advocating the 
Taft world-wide peace pacts. If the’ enor- 
mous sums now tied up in armament were 
released, illiteracy would speedily vanish, 
disease would quickly be curbed, the na- 
tion would be gridironed with decent high- 
ways and waterways, and in every direction 
national efficiency and economy become the 
gainers. | 

It is the taxpayers of the world, the wage- 
earners who are paying for the perennial 
spectacle of a world on guard; and it is the 
“same class that suffers most from absence 
of those governmental benefits made diffi- 
cult or impossible by these staggering mili- 
taristic expenditures. 

One would be rash to prophesy that dis- 
armament is just over the horizon. But as 
the facts we have outlined sink more deeply 
into the minds of the toilers of the nations, 
what now seems a dream will nearer approx- 
imate reality.

The Man Who Was First in Grover 
Cleveland’s Confidence.

“I suppose,” said the late Daniel 8S. Lamont 
to me one afternoon while the presidential 
campaign of 1904 was pending, “that if to 
trained him, and his 
any one man the great 
success of Grover Cleve- 
land is to be attributed 
that man was Ed Apgar. 
Mr. Cleveland always 
recognized his indebted- 
ness to Apgar, but I 
presume that ninety- 
nine out of every huy- 
dred who voted for 
Cleveland either for 
governor or for presi- § 
dent néver heard of Ap- 
gar. 

“In my opinion Ap- 
gar was the shrewdest 
politician of his age. 
Governor Samuel J. Til- 
den, I*think, discovered 
him. [I know Tilden 
political methods were those of Governor 
Tilden, Through Tilden, Daniel 8. Manning, 
who, almost everybody thinks, was the man 
who made Grover Cleveland governor of New 
York and who was in Cleveland’s first presi- 
dential administration secretary of the treas- 
ury, became intimately acquainted with 
Apgar. He learned to have the utmost confi- 
dence in Apgar’s political common sense, a8 
well as in the shrewdness and accuracy of his 
judgment He once told me that he thought 
Apgar’s judgment of political opinions was 
almost intuitive. | 

“Apgar was a young man about my age, 
and he was appointed by Tilden, I think, to 
some comparatively unimportant official post 
at Albany. There he had opportunity to put 
himself in touch with political sentiment all 
over New York state, 

“In the spring of 1882, when both parties 
were beginning to prepare for the state con- 
ventions which were to nominate candidates 
for governor in the fall, Apgar took a brief 
vacation and traveled up and down through 
New York state. When he got back to Al- 
bany he saw Mr. Manning. He said to Mr. 
Manning that from what he had learned he 
was satisfied that the man for the democracy 
to nominate for governor was Grover Cleve- 
land, then mayor of Buffalo. 

“Manning said in reply that he had heard 
of Cleveland, but didn’t know much about 
him, and he asked Apgar to make further 
investigations. Apgar did. He went to Buf- 
falo. He studied at second hand, and, un- 
beknown to Cleveland, at first hand, Cleve- 
land's personality and his intellectual and 
moral qualities. 

“It is my impression that Cleveland did 
not know until after he became governor 
that Apgar had, both for himself and for Mr. 
Manning, been conducting a most thorough 
investigation that would tend to -show 
whether Grover Cleveland would size up to 
the governorship of New York and whether 
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E. J. Edwards. 


make him a very available candidate for the 
nomination. 

“Apgar returned to Albany and spoke to 
Mr. Manning with the greatest enthusiasm 
of Grover Cleveland, the mayor of Buffalo. 
It was what Apgar said, supplemented, as it 
was, by other information, which decided Mr. 
Manning to give his support to the nomina- 
tion of Cleveland for governor. And you 
know that support was sufficient. 

“After Cleveland became governor I think 
Apgar had his confidence to a higher degree 
than any other person, and that is true 
even though I was Cleveland’s private sec- 
retary during his term as governor. This 
is a bit of the inside history of the career 
of Grover Cleveland of which the public has 
had only the vaguest knowledge.”

MURDER OF 
THE PRINCES 


What is the true story of the murder of 
Princes in the Tower? Were they murdered 
by Richard, Duke of Gloucester, who subse- 
quently became king? There is no name 
stamped upon the bloody Tower of London 
that is so dark as that of Gloucester. Men 
picture him as drowning his brother Clarence 
in the butt of wine; he stabbed King Henry 
in the Hall Tower, now the Jewel House; he 
accused Lord Hastings in the council cham- 
ber, and struck off his head on the terrace 
below the keep. He drowned his brother in 
the Bowyer Tower. But the most revolting 
crime laid to his door was the murder of the 
two princes, King Edward and Richard, Duke 
of York, who were his nephews. 

These two boys were lodged by him in 
the rooms over the entrance gate, then known 
as the Garden Tower. That they were mur- 
dered in the tower there ought to be no 
doubt. Two of the greatest men in English 
history vouch for it; not in the general fea- 
ture only, but in the minor details of the 
crime. Sir Thomas More (the true author 
of the book which bears his name), wrote at 
the time—about the year 1513—while he was 
acting as judge of the sheriff’s court, and 
while two of the four actors in the business 
were still alive. 

Lord Bacon, who knew the place and the 
story well, who probably heard the tower 
authorities, when they read a welcome to 
King James, describe the Bloody Tower as 
the scene of that royal murder, seems to have 
felt no doubt on the point. What More and 
Bacon wrote received clinching proof in the 
discovery which was afterwards made of the 
children’s bones. 

Yet the story of this murder has been 
doubted; not in detail only, but in block. In 
the first place, political passion led to reports 
that the princes were not dead, and when 
these political reports fell away with time, 
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they left behind them a bodiless spirit in th 
Shape of historic doubt. 

Partisans of Lambert Smynell and Perki: 
Warbeck were bound to say the two prince 
had not been killed by Tyrrel in the manne 
commonly supposed, and that one of then 
had not been killed at all. Duchess Mar 
Suerite, King Edward's sister, received youns 
Warbeck as her nephew, the Irish noble: 
owned him for their prince, while a powerfu 
English party, hating the victor of Bosworth 
Field, were secretly disposed to push his 
Claim. To all these partisans of the House 
of York, that story of a midnight murder was 
a fatal bar. 

From that day to our own some ghost of 
a doubt Hes always fluttered around the tale. 
Bayley denies that if the crime were done at 
all it could have been done in the Gate house. 
But his reasons for rejecting a _ tradition 
which certainly goes back to the time of the 
alleged murder are very weak. He thinks 
it unlikely that Gloucester would confine the 
royal youths in so obscure a Place. ‘He thinks 
it absurd to call a room “bloody” because two 
boys had been smothered in it. He finds in 
& survey made in the reign of Henry VIII, 
that this pile was called the Garden Tower, 
not the Bloody Tower, as he thinks it ought 
to have been styled if the legend of the crime 
had then been considered true. This goes to 
prove that historic doubt frequently rests on 
very slight grounds. 

Richard’s scruples about putting his 
nephews into a dull lodging, after he had 
resolved to kill them, may be dismissed with 
a smile. Yet, fact being fact, it must be 
added that the rooms over the gate were a 
part of the royal palace, communicating with 
the King’s bedroom in the Lantern, through 
the private chapel and the Greek hall. 

Old writers do not say that both the boys 
were smothered; indeed the very first nar- 
rative of this murder, that of John Rastall, 
states that the ruffians smothered one of the 
boys with a pillow and cut the throat of the 
other with a knife. 

Edward V. was twelve years old, and 
Richard, Duke of York, was elght at the time 
they were murdered. Gloucester ruled the: 
kingdom as protector. When the murderers 
crept up to the room of the princes it wag 
only a few seconds and the deed was done. 
Stealing downstairs, the murderers called 
their master, who was in charge of the tower, 
to come up and see that the boys were dead. 
Tyrrell crept up by a private door; and after 
Siving-a few orders to his agents, he rode 
away from the scene and from London. The 
murderers got the -bodies downstairs into 
the gateway, dug a hole near the wall, and 
threw in the dead. There the bodies lay 
until two hundred years afterward, when, at 
the order of Charles IL, they were removed 
to a royal sepulcher in Westminster Abbey.

BODY OF SLAIN NEGRO 
FOUND IN FISH BASKET 


Eatonton, Ga. January 21.—(Special.) 
When Love J. Walton went out Mon- 
day morning to look after his fish 
basket, there was great consternation 
when he brought to the surface the 
body of a dead negro. The head was 
split wide open, making it almost un- 
recognizable as the face of Jerry Price, 
who very strangely disappeared about 
two weeks ago. 

Sheriff Charles A. Phillips went hur- 
riedly out in his automobile, and, with 
very strong evidence for. arrest, 
brought in Honey Ann Price, the wife 
of the dead negro, and a negro man, 
also believed to be implicated in the 
crime.

In some un- 
accountable way the negro’s body be- 
came entangled in the fish basket, and 
its discovery this morning by Mr. Wal- 
ton caused great excitement in the 
county and city. Owing to the crowd- 
ed condition of Putnam county’s jail, 
the negro woman will be carried to 
the state prison farm for safekeeping 
tomorrow morning, pending her trial 
in the March term of court.

THE WAGE WAS FIVE DOLLARS A WEEK. 
Four of it went for board. 


Oleanliness was costly, but her position demanded | 
neatness. 

Fifty to seventy-five cents of the remaining dollar 
was paid for laundry. 

Left over was sometimes a half dollar, more often 
& quarter a week from which she must save at least a 


dollar a week for clothes, something for a rainy day, 
an occasional car fare, and a little for recreation. 


Clothes? 


Fabrics, filmy and shimmering, designed to tempt 
and adorn, were in the store. 

From ten to twelve hours a day, she worked in 
the midst of these and saw not infrequently more than 
her wages for a month paid for a hat. 

After such a day, her boarding house was dim 
and dingy. 

She craved and needed light and laughter. 

Eighteen and alone! ° 

Amusements? She had none. 


A vulture in the house saw and understood; he 
made her acquaintance; he introduced her to a friend. 


None can tell her dreams. 


She intended no wrong. 

But a boarding house parlor seemed an unsuitable 
place to talk with her new found friend. 

Others were there. 

She received him in her room. 

He called fequently; she was happy. 

And then—— 

She has gone home, 


A broken-hearted mother and father support the 
child woman and her baby. 


The career has ended. 
Another girl has her place at five dollars a week. 


IN A NEIGHBORING CITY, A GIRL WAS 
PAID SIX DOLLARS A WEEK. 

‘She habitually spent two dollars a week for her 
room, three dollars for her board and sixty cents a 
week for car fare, and she had found the forty cents 
remaining from her weekly wage inadequate to do 
more than resole her old shoes twice. 

‘‘When her shoes became too worn to endure a 
third soling and she possessed but ninety cents toward 
a new pair, she gave up her struggle; to use her own 
contemptuous phrase, she ‘sold out for a pair of 
shoes’ !’’ 

These girls excusable? 

By no means: they only chose the wage which is 
death. 

The majority of those sorely tempted, as were 
they, keep wholly pure. 

How, then, do they live? By the grace of God. 

And that same Power can restore the lost. 


But what of their employers who, whether un- 
wittingly or not, by paying less than a living wage 
contribute to the ruin of those who fall? 

Miss Jane Addams says: 

‘Fifty-nine per cent of the young women in the 
nation between the ages of sixteen and twenty are en- 
gaged in some gainful occupation.’’ 

Government statistics show the number ever i:- 
creasing. 

In an article on the Social Evil, James R. War- 
basse, M. D., says: 

‘‘In the United States are 6,000,000 women wage 
workers. 

‘‘Many of them caxnot live upon their wages and 
must supplement them from other sources; many have 
others depending upon them. 

‘Most of the money in this great country which is 
bequeathed by the wealthy to care for damaged human 
beings has been wrung from the very same human be- 
ings who were sacrificed for its production.’’ 


Across the ages comes the cry of Jeremiah: 

‘‘Woe unto him that buildeth his house by un- 
righteousness and his chambers by injustice; that useth 
his neighbor’s services without wages and giveth him 
not his hire.’’

Every Woman Should 
Know Cooking. 


I will not undertake 
what part of a girl's 
be taught to cook, nor whether it 
should be introduced in the common 
echools, in the high school, or be hel 
for the college course, but I will say, 
and that positively, that the woman 
who is In the dignified position of be- 
ing at the head of a home lis, Sndeed, 
in a ridiculous position if she does 
not know how to direct the affairs of 
her kitchen, which is the basis of the 
material side of the home. To know 
how to direct the kitchen she certain- 
ly must Know something of = food 
values, and how to prepare them. In 
short, it is the duty of every woman 
to know how to cook. 

If she is the right Kind of woman, 
she loves her home, wants it to be 
clean and look pretty: wants her table 
always dainty, and wants what is put 
on it to be the right thing and well 
prepared. 

When knows herself how to 
bring about these conditions, she !s 
not near so apt to be continually in a 
Stew about the servants and ready to 
die if the cook threatens to leave. 

Never, until women know how 
cook and know the business of a kitch- 
need they think they can control 
what thev term the servant problem—- 
a problem which can trace its com- 
plexity as much to the ignorant house- 
wief as to the untrained servant.

More Important 

Than a Debut. 

There are some women who have the 
habit of complaining of the cares of 
the households; these cares mean 
really a lack of knowledge of things 


that women should know and their 
lack of appreciation that with every 
home comes a responsibility. Prepa- } 
ration for this responsibility is of far 
more importance than the social debit. 

The woman who “makes talk” con- 
tinually about the troubles her ser- 
vants give her may be put down as 
the one whose training is neglected. 
[if she knew about the real life of a 
house and home, she would be inter- 
ested; her pride would be excited, ana 
she would call “achievement” that 
which she calls “cares.”’ 

Cooking is so essenflally a part of 
life that the woman in the home can- 
not be intelligent unless she is equip- 
ped with a knowledge of it. Taking 
this view of the question, it would 
seem that the domestic training of the 
girl should begin with her other 
training for life, and that the cift of 
the first doll should be accompanied 
with a little stove and miniature 
broom. 

Should Have Place 
Among the Sciences. 

The kindergarten takes up where the 
nursery leaves off, and it is but 
logical to believe that the common 
school should continue this training 
for “right living.” Then with the high 
school course, and the higher one, the 
practical instruction might be carried 
to the degree™ where housekeeping 
would have its place among the arts 
and sciences. 

The greatest textbook that could be 
written today would be that entitled 
“The Pleasures of Housekeeping,” and 
the teacher would be the greatest who 
eould hold the interest of her pupils 
without the aid of the textbook. 
Woman will not have attained her 
highest culture until she can discourse 
upon the principles of housekeeping as 
fluently and happily as she does of the 
last opera she has seen, or that last 
book she has read-—for houseKeeping 
gives life to the home-—Is its very mo- 
tive power.

IN ROAD BUILDING 


Washington, January 21.—The first 
meeting of the joint congressional 
committee on federal aid in the con- 
struction of post roads was held here 
tonight. Senator Bourne, of Oregon, 
presided, and those heard in connec- 
tion with the proposition were W. W. 
Finley, president of the Southern rail- 
way; Alfred Noble, a civil engineer of 
New York, and G. W, Cooley, state en- 
gineer of Minnesota. 

President Finley expressed the belief 
that an appropriation of $25,000,000 
would be enough to initiate the policy 
of federal aid. He thought the gov- 
ernment should bear half the expense 
of building roads,and that federa] aid 
should be extended only upon roads 
where there is a large amount of 
trafic. 

Mf. Noble said that much of the 
money now expended in highway con- 
struction is wasted through lack of 
competent gupervision. Mr. Cooley con- 
tended that no federal aid should be 
given any state until it has organized 
a gtate highway commission.

We have 
visitors here from every school in 
the state, and the first thing a stranger 
wants ‘to see is the state capitol. Our 
museum is perhaps the best state 
museum in the south.” 

T. H. Gibson, in charge of the 
museum, was asked if the children 
were inquisitive. 

“They ask questions about every- 
thing,” he answered. “They just keep 
coming, too, and I believe they learn 
as much here as they doin their geog- 
raphies. They are always welcome.”
